fornia Governor. The nomination 
now goes to the full judiciary 
committee at a meeting Wednes- 
day. 

There was some dispute over 
how the vote occurred ina 50- 
minute closed session of the sub- 
committee. 

Chairman William Langer, 
(Rep.), North Dakota, said he 
voted to send the nomination to 
the full committee without rec- 
ommendation. Other members 
said the subcommittee approved 
the nomination unanimously. 

The vote apparently came on 
a motion Senator Arthur V. Wat- 
kins (Rep.), Utah, originally 
made at a stormy session yester- 
‘day after Langer ordered placed 
on the public record the 10 un- 
evaluated charges against War- 
ren. The motion by Watkins yeé- 
terday was seconded by Senator 
Thomas C, Hennings Jr. (Dem.), 
Missouri. 

All members of the subcom- 
mittee were present — Langer, 
Watkins, Hennings, Senator Rob- 
ert C. Hendrickson (Rep.), New 
Jersey, and Senator James O. 
Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi. 

Letters Not in Record. 

Langer told reporters the sub- 
committe agreed that about 200 
letters objecting to Warren's 
nomination would not be put 
into the subcommittee record.

BERLIN, Feb. 20 (‘(AP)—A 
secret warnin,, by Prime Min- 
ister Churchill that if Ameri- 
can forces were to leave the 
Continent, the British army 
would go with them helped 
forge western unity against 
Russia in the Berlin Big Four 
talks. 


Western officials who re- 
ported this today said the warn- 
ing was aimed at France. It 
was delivered during Church- 
ilil’s Bermuda taiks in Decem- 
ber with President Eisenhower 
and French Premier Laniel. 

The informants said Church- 
ill let Laniel and Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault know that 
unless France pressed oh to 
ratify the project for a Euro- 
pean Defense mmunity, the 
West would be confronted with 
this choice:

PARIS, Feb. 20 (UP)—Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault, com- 
menting today on the Big Four 
failure to find any European 
solutions in Berlin, said “it is 
better to have no agreements 
than false ones.” 

Bidault, who returned here by 
train today, said the agreement 
to hold further talks in Geneva 
creates some hope of a “peaceful 
settlement” in the Far East. He 
noted, however, that the Big 
Four foreign ministers had been 
unable to reach any understand- 
ing on European problems. 

“The West's proposals were 
not accepted, either on Germany 
or on security,” he said. “The 
proposals made to us were un- 
acceptable. ... 

“Austria has not gotten the 
treaty which would have per- 
mitted the complete liberation 
of her territory from occupation 
troops,” he added. “It is obvious 
the USSR wants to keep its 
troops on Austrian territory... .

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 — 


The Department of Agriculture's 
refusal to expand its drouth re- 
lief program to include re-seed- 
ing of pasture lands was crit- 
icized yesterday by Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings Jr. (Dem.), 
Missouri. 


He told the Senate he would 
seek legislation to force Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson to come to the aid of 
farmers whose pastures have 
been “destroyed by drouth.” 

Hennings said “it should now 
be completely clear to the farm 
citizens of the nation that the 
Department of Agriculture is 
administered today by people 
hostile to them, by men who 
think and have said that many 
farmers should be forced off 
the land, and by men who are 
determined to achieve that end. 

“It is obvious that no relief, 
nor even sincere sympathy, can 
be expected from the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture by farmers 
facing the drouth disaster.” 

Letter From Morse. 

The department’s stand against 
federal aid for re-seeding was 
outlined yesterday in a letter 
to Hennings and other members 
of the Missouri delegation in 
Congress from Under Secretary 
True D. Morse of St. Louis. 

Morse said an Agriculture 
Department survey of 17 drouth- 
affected states indicated it 
would cost $308,868,960 to re- 
seed pasture in these states. He 
added the department “does 
not recommend the inauguration 
of a more extensive relief pro- 
gram than it is engaged in at 
this time.” 

Referring to Morse’s letter, 
Hennings said, “We now have 
the spectacle of the Department 
of Agriculture declaring that an 
‘undue disaster’ is ‘too undue’ 
for it to lend any assistance.” 

Hennings and Senator Stuart 
Symington (Dem.), Missouri, 
have introduced a bill authoriz- 
ing, but not requiring, the Agri- 
culture Department to use al- 
ready - appropriated disaster 
funds for re-seeding in drouth 
areas. 

Hennings said he would urge 
the Senate Agriculture Commit- 
tee to amend the measure to re- 
quire the department to allocate 
funds for re-seeding. He will 
press for early hearings on the 
bill. 

Charges Padding of Figures. 

In a statement given later to 
reporters, Hennings charged that 
Morse’s estimate of the amount 
required for re-seeding was “ob- 
viously padded.” 

He indicated he thought the 
amount listed for fertilizer — 
$212,228,000—was excessive and 
that by spreading the survey 
over 17 states the department 
had padded its estimate. In ad- 
dition to the amount estimated 
for fertilizer, Morse said it was 
thought cost of seed would be 
$96,640,960. 

Hennings said the depart- 
ment’s stand “constituted rejec- 
tion of appeals from Missouri 
members of ‘Congress of both 
political parties that Secretary 
Benson take really positive steps 
to aid the thousands of Missouri 
farmers who have suffered loss 
of pastures through drouth dis- 
aster.” 

The Missouri delegation had 
urged Benson to institute a re- 
seeding program based on rec- 
ommendations made by the Mis- 
souri State Agricultural Mobili- 
zation Committee. 

Alfaifa Seed Sales. 

Hennings also\referred to re- 
ports that the Agriculture De- 
partment had sold “several mil- 
lion pounds of alfalfa, cover 
crops and other seeds” to, New 
York speculators “at remarkably 
low prices.” 

He said it had been reported 
that alfalfa seed was sold for 10 
cents a pound to speculators who 
“sold it abroad for as much as 
100 per cent profit after freight 
charges were paid.” 

Hennings said the report is 
being investigated and “the pub- 
lic is entitled to know the facts 
about these transactions.” 

He also charged that Benson’s 
recent decision to lower support 
prices on dairy products to 75 
per cent of parity “has pulled

Secretary of Comnierce Weeks is probably the 
first man to misplace 700,000 unemployed. At 
least he thinks he misplaced them, and in a man- 
ly way he admits.it. .— | 

Early this month the Census Bureau, a part

January’ stood at 2,359,- 


000. When the figure was challenged as too low, 
the bureau conducted a new survey, which shows 
that January unemployment was 3,087,000— 
about 700,000 or neatly one-third higher than 
at first supposed. 


Mr. Weeks is not sure which method of sur- - 


veying, the old or new, is the more accurate. 
He has ordered a survey to find out. 

Under the old. method, 25,000 families were 
interviewed in 68 sample areas, and their em- 
ployment status then was projected on @ nha- 
tional basis. On the recheck, 25,000 families 
again were interviewed, but this time they were 
scattered over 230 areas instead of 68. 


The second sample, 


being geographically 


larger, was probably the more representative. 
Also its results more néarly resembled those ob- 
tained by other. agencies, notably the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. The chances are, then, that 
Mr. Weeks is right the second time, which 
means that the critics of his figures, especially 
Senator Paul H. Douglas of IWiinois, were right 


’ the first time when they said the Commerce 


Department was under-estimating the unemploy- 
ment problem. | 

For their pains in questioning the first sta- 
tistics, these critics were denounced as “prophets 
of gloom and doom.” Now it is fair to ask what 
kind of prophets the Administration apologists 
turned out to be. And since Senator Douglas 
was apparently right in his first criticism, the 
question arises whether he is not right now when 
he contends that the jobless figures are still 
some 275,000 short because they do not include 
persons temporarily laid off or otherwise “em- 
ployed but away from work.” 


Surely the country can unite on the need for 
accurate information on unemployment. Let’s 
have the truth and then let’s form national pol- 
icy on the basis of ‘the truth. The Administra-— 
tion’s new figures show unemployment at 49 
per cent of the labor force, as compared with 
5.4 per cept in 1949, the previous postwar low. 
That begins to be serious—far too serious to

and doom.”

It would be well for the 94 
county communities to start the process of in- 
tegration, said the Mayor, before approaching 
the larger problem of merging the city and its 
environs, 


Whatever its political attractions to Mr. Hart, 
his objective is well nigh unattainable for the 
time being. Its premature promotion might do 
more harm than good by diverting effort toward 
a distant goal and away from more limited but 
much more realizable measures of integration. 

That St. Louis and at least the urbanized areas 
of the county are part of one organic community 
is beyond serious argument. No physical barriers 
separate them. They are being served, more and 
more, by the same ‘utilities. Their industrial and 
commercial activities are intertwined. Their cul- 
tural and social life is one. Logic suggests that 
they never should have been developed as sep- 
arate political entities; and that having become 
so, they should turn to the remedy of integration. 

Yet the county is so balkanizéd that even Mr. 
Hart and his associates should realize the prac- 
tical difficulties of applying a remedy salutary 
enough in theory. Mr. Hart praises such current 
work in functional integration as that of the 
transit and sewer freeholders, but he says these 
are “only piecemeal approaches.” So he urges 
the creation of a board of freeholders to work 
out Over-all integration. | 

Even limited plans, however, are difficult 
enough at times—as was shown by the county 
vote on the highway bond issue. Yet one by one 
such joint operations are being achieved. If 
enough of them become accomplished facts and 
if, meanwhile, there is a measure of political 
combination among the suburbs, then over-all 
consolidation is sure to become less difficult. 


They Took the Chance 

After reportedly telephoning Senatdrs to vote 
for Albert C. Beeson, the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration finally won his appointment to the NLRB 
by three votes—45 to 42. Why did the Senate 
show such reluctance to approve Mr. Beeson? 

The answer lies in part with the nature of the 
appointment. This set a precedent. The prece- 
dent is that a man frankly devoted to manage- 
ment interest is now on a board which considers 
management-labor rivalries. Moreover, the Na- 
tional Labor Relations: Board chairman is Guy 
Farmer, who formerly represented Mr. Beeson’s 
own Food Machinery & Chemical Corp. In labor 
disputes. 

But the answer to the close Senate vote also 
lies very much within Mr. Beeson’s own testi- 
mony to the Senate. For at one time he told the 
Senators he had resigned from his company, in- 
dicating he had relinquished pension rights. The 
Senators checked with the company and found 
he had not resigned but had taken a leave of ab- 
sence, not relinquishing his pension rights. Bee-

_. Mr, Beeson also flatly denied in Senate hear- 
ings that he had told his hometown newspaper 
in San Jose, Calif., that he intended to keep the 
NLRB job for only a year, to return then to his 
private firm. The Senators had to re-question 
him days later before he admitted he had said 
just that. 

Senator Ives of New York said the appointee 
had “talked too much and too carelessly” but 
added he was willing to “take a chance” on him. 
Thus Mr. Beeson’s reversals seem to have been 
excused on grounds he did not know what he 
was saying, and therefore was a suitable candi- 
date for NLRB. 

This is a striking standard for employment by 
a business Administration. In fact, would Mr. 
Beeson himself hire a man for his company who 
talked in a similarly contradictory manner? 
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Where the Remedy Lies 


The St Louis Court of Appeals has given the 
city’s Civil Service Commission some sound ad- 
vice. The Commission had been shopping in the 
courts for a way around the 1914 Charter pro- 
vision which sets a limitation of $10,000 a year on 
city salaries. 

There is no question that the $10,000 ceiling 
makes it difficult to attract qualified executives 
to important city posts, but the remedy, as the 
Court of Appeals pointed out: 


is through the people by amending the Char- 
ter, and not through the courts, which have 
no power to make such amendment under 
the guise of judicial construction. 


If the Commission were to explain its problem 
and ask the people for help it might receive a 
more favorable verdict than it did in the courts. 
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Charles Taft on Tariffs 

In his recent St. Louis speech, Charles P. Taft 
made a vigorous and»persuasive case for the 
tariff-reduction policies advocated ty a majority 
of the Randall commission. He wag at his most 
persuasive when he replied to the protectionist 
stand lately taken by the chemical industry. 

In 1952, according to Mr. Taft, the American 
chemical market amounted to $18,000,000,000. 
The American chemical industry supplied all 
but a fraction of this market and exported 
$800,000,000 worth besides. Imports totaled 
some $250,000,000—less than two per cent of 
the market. What, Mr. Taft rightly asked, is 
the chemical industry afraid of when it de- 
mands continued tariff protection? 

The answer seems to be that the chemical in- 
dustry is afraid of German, British and Japanese 
competition, which it expects to be stronger in 
the future than in the past. Its spokesmen 
argue that either by cartels or government sub- 
sidies these foreign competitors may have an 
unfair advantage. 

What distinguishes this argument is that it 
is entirely based on what might happen rather 
than on what has happened. If you look at 
what has happened, you see a great American 
chemical industry, enormously expanded in the 
last 20 years, which has led the world in one 
technical triumph after another. It is very hard 
to transform this coneeption into the picture of 
a poor, bedraggled infant industry beaten down 
by the ruthless competition of foreign giants. 

In short, past and present experience would 


seem to stiggest that the American chemical in- 


dustry fs strong and well able to take care of 
itself without ‘overly protective tariff subsidies. 
‘At least the industry should be able to stand the 
relatively moderate tariff reductions proposed 
by the Randall commission for a long enough 
period to give them a fair trial, ,

The Democrats, members of 
the: Senate Civil Service Com- 
mittee, based their arguments 
on a statement yesterday by 
Bernard M. Shanley, special 
counsel to President Eisen- 
hower. Shanley said in an inter- 
view he had made an “unfor-, 
tunate mistake” in a speech last 
Nov. 6. 

Shanley said his remark that 
“1456 subversives have been 
kicked out of Government jobs 
since the. President assumed of- 
fice” was interpolated in a 
speech he prepared for a New 
Jersey advertising group. 

Eisenhower Boosts Figure. 

Two weeks before, the White 
House announced that 1456 em- 
ployes on whom there were “un- 
favorable reports” had been dis- 
missed or had resigned during 
the first four and one-half 
months of the Eisenhower se- 
curity program. 

This figure was increased to 
2200 in the President's State of 
the Union message Jan. 7. In 
neither case was there a break- 
down to separate the actual dis- 
loyal from drunkards, sex devi- 
ates, loose talkers and others re- 
garded only as “security” risks. 

The Civil Service Committee’s 
six Democrats are demanding an 
investigation and analysis to 
show how many of the dismissals 
were for alleged disloyalty to 
the Government, and how many 
on such charges as drunkenness, 
moral perversion, loose talk and 
othér grounds recognized under 
the security program as creating 
risks. 

Reports by six agencies, in- 
cluding an unofficial one from 
the State Department, on a total 
of 970 security cases show 40 
or 41 among these involving 
questions of loyalty. 

The Civil Service Committee 
has deferred until Tuesday con- 
sideration of the Democratic 
members’ request. Four of them 
said today they will cite Shan- 
ley’s statement as evidence that 
Government workers dropped 
for economy reasons and those 
fired for cause other than dis- 
loyalty are entitled to have the 
investigation made. 

* Neely Says. 

Senator Neely of West Vir- 
ginia, one of the six, said in an 
interview he will contend “it 
was an outrage for Mr. Shanley 
to wait until now to correct an 
injustice done when he made 
his speech three months ago.” 

“If anything was needed to 
show that the committee should 
ordeg the investigation we have 
requested, this is it,” Neely 
added. 

Senators Monroney of Okla- 
homa, Lennon of North Carolina 
and Daniel of Texas, who also 
had signed the resolution de- 
manding the inquiry, said in 
separate interviews that about 
summed up their views. Sena- 
tors Olin D. Johnston of South 
Carolina and Pastore of Rhode 
Island, the other two Democrats 
on the committee, were out of 
the city. 


Lennon predicted an analysis 
would show “very few” fired for 
disloyalty. 

“Everyone who left a govern- 
ment job over a period of 
months feels he has been placed 
under a cloud of suspicion by 
these official statements,” Len- 
non said.

How the local church may be 
“saved” in these situations will 
be suggested by a committee of 
15 Methodist leaders: headed by 
the Rev. Dr. Alexander K. Smith 
of Drexel Hills, Pa.

OR those millions of television fans who might want to 
F see their favorites, Lucille Ball and Desi Arnaz, teamed 

in the movies, M-G-M has done it up handsomely in a 
pretty package wrapped in Ansco color and thrown on a 
huge screen. So you see them approxi- 
mately 600 times the size they would be 
on a 21-inch TV screen—I use the figures 
loosely—with every pout of Lucille’s love- 
ly lips, every dazed glaze on Desi’s velvety 
brown eyes, incredibly magnified, Lucille’s 
salmon pink hair and Desi’s sports shirts 
hitting you dazzingly. 

For this is practically 90 per cent shots of Lucille and 
Desi—and mostly closeup or medium—cuddling, cooing, 
spatting, and making up as they play a couple honeymoon- 
ing in one of those shining behemoth automobile trailers— 
“forty feet of train.” All the other characters appear only 
briefly as necessary to get the story on—such well-known 
character actors as Marjorie Main, Keenan Wynn and Mo- 
roni Olsen are seen only in tiny bits. 

This digs a comic vein as old as the flickers—a honey- 
moon idyll which ends in a fight, slapstick, frustration, and 
a thrill climax as Desi tries to worm the huge overloaded 
trailer up a steep, narrow mountain road. We have Desi 
wrestling with a rebellious shower and bumping his head 
on the trailer dod, Lucille falling out of the trailer into a 
mud puddle, Lucille trying to prepare a dinner with the 
trailer in motion and ending up with the salad over her 
head and the dough in her face. The formula is stretched 
out so far with each gag that if the film hadn’t ended when 
it did, it would have become monotonous. Surprisingly, it 
holds up well—“THE LONG, LONG TRAILER” at LOEW’S 
STATE is pretty funny low comedy. Lucille always was an 
accomplished comedienne, even when she was queen of the 
B-pictures, and Desi, with his puppy-dog temperament, 
makes a good straight man.

—has long been known as 
Pancake Day. To me, however, it 
has always been Fastnacht Day 
(Fast-Night Day). Fastnachts at 
our house were raised dough- 
nuts. My  great- grandmother 
brought the recipe with her from 
Germany. 

When she and her family went 
from eastern to western Penn- 
sylvania, the custom of prepar- 
ing these rich delicious fried 
cakes continued. These were 
given to our friends on a Shrove 
Tuesday. When we could per- 
suade our mother to make them 
throughout Lent, we sold them 
by the dozen to acquire money 
for those mite boxes in the form 
of paper steeples which had to 
be filled, more or less, to pre- 
sent in Sunday School on Easter 
Day. We had no difficulty in 
finding customers. 

As the name implies, a raised 
dough rich with sugar and eggs 
is used for this type of dough- 
nut. It may be rolled and cut 
into rings, or it can be cut into 
strips and twisted or formed into 
balls. After frying, the dough- 
nuts are rolled in sugar. If you 
like, some of them may be 
ae es and sprinkled with coco- 
nut. 

The Fastnachts will serve as 
a dessert or may be accom- 
panied by coffee or tea for 
evening or afternoon refresh- 
ment. If they are not to be 
served as soon as they are fried, 
they may be re-heated in the 
oven if they are wrapped in 
heavy paper or foil, and then

Combine 
melted shortening, one-half cup 
sugar and salt. Stir in eggs and 
orange rind and add to yeast 
mixture. Add enough flour to 
make a soft dough. Mix until 
smooth. Turn out on lightly 
floured board and knead until 
smooth and satiny. 

Place in greased bowl, cover 
and let rise until doubled, about 
one hour. Punch down. Let rest 
10 minutes. Roll out one-half 
inch thick. Cut with doughnut 
cutter. Place on lightly floured 
baking sheets and let rise until 
» about one-half hour. 
When light, fry in deep hot fat 
(375 degrees Fahrenheit) turn- 
ing frequently, until

Brushing 
Your Hair

Since the opponents had a 40 
part-score, West wasn’t happy 
about selling out so cheaply, but 
there wasn’t much he could do 
about it without risking his neck. 

West decided to lead the deuce 
of clubs. Declarer put up the ace 
from Gummy, but when East 
played the three, West was in 
no doubt as to who held the club 
king. So, when a low spade was 
next led to South's king, West 
won and quickly shifted to the 
king and 10 of diamonds—if he 
couldn’t find some defensive 
tricks in that direction, there 
was obviously no hope. 

East duly smothered dummy’s 
diamond queen and cashed the 
diamond jack, while West dis- 
carded a spade, but East's next 
move was not calculated to bring 
joy or comfort to his partner! 
East followed up with his last 
diamond—and put West square- 
ly on the spot. 

Obviously, it would ruin West's 
hand to play any trump on this 
trick, since dummy would simply 
over-ruff, and so West swiftly 
and nonchalantly discarded an- 
other spade. But the expert de- 
clarer could not be misled. West 
had to have a pretty good reason 
to let the diamond nine win the 
trick, and that reason could only 
be possession of good trumps. 
South laid down the ace of 
trumps and, when East played 
the three, led the second trump 
to dummy’s eight. That put an 
end to West’s hope for two 
trump tricks. 

It is possible, of course, that 
South would have made a good 
guess about the trump break in 
any event; but one thing is sure, 
he would have had to be a lot 
more clairvoyant than was neces- 
sary against East’s revealing lead 
of the fourth diamond.

On Public Health

(St. Louis Health Commissioner) 


NE of the most serious 

health hazards today is over- 

weight. With the present- 
day trend toward the prevention 
and control of the chronic, de- 
generative diseases, public 
health workers are stressing 
more and more the influence of 
overweight on health and long- 
evity. 

Obesity is not only a physical 
impediment in itself, but may be 
a contributing factor in heart 
disease, high blood pressure, 
diabetes, gall bladder disease, 
arthritis, and many other serious 
illnesses, 

Both clinical and insurance 
studies indicate that the death 
rates for overweight men and 
women exceed those of average 
weight, and that the mortality 
rates increase with the degree 
of overweight. 


«* * * 

WHY IS IT that more than 
one-fifth of our adult population 
is overweight? 

The answer, for at least 95 per 
cent: of these people, is simple 
—overeating! Their daily caloric 
intake exceeds the energy re- 
quirements of the body. In brief, 
the fat person eats too much 
rich food. 

Fortunately overweight can be 
overcome. But reducing is not 
easy—it requires determination 
and will power, and the realiza- 
tion that lasting results mean a 
permanent change in eating hab- 
its. Certainly the possibility of 
better health, better looks and 
longer life should be incentive 
enough to make the effort. 

The only way to lose weight 
is to “count your calories.” 

First visit your physician. He 
is the one to decide how much, 
how fast, and with what treat- 
ment a person should lose 
weight. He will prescribe a low- 
calorie, nutritionally well-bal- 
anced diet.
